|Newly appointed national security adviser 
William Clark moved yesterday to shake up 
hisi staff, transferring three aides from the 
Stsjte Department to the National Security 
Council and chosing three prominent 'Con- 
servatives as consultants. 

&he former deputy secretary of state announced 
he naming counselor Robert McFarlane of the State 
Department to be his chief deputy for national security 
affairs.

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-Clark appointed Richard C. Morris, who was his 
executive assistant at the State Department, to be his 
special assistant in the White House. 

_Clark also appointed former Ambassador and 
Congresswoman Clare Boothe Luce, columnist William 
F. Buckley Jr. and former Air Force Secretary Thomas 
C. Reed as consultants on intelligence, policy planning 
and defense respectively. 

"The consultants were appointed for 30 days, and 
eacp will be paid for “reasonable and necessary ex- 
penses.” Luce also is a member of President Reagan’s 
Foreign Intelligence Advisory Board. 

Jit was understood that Clark chose the three well- 
knoSyn conservatives as consultants to balance the 
appointments of two career diplomats hand-picked by 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig to serve in the No. 2 
ancCNo. 3 jobs in the State Department. . 

'Clark also announced the transfer to his staff o£ 
Jeremiah O’Leary, who was the White House corre- 
spondent for the now-defunct Washington Star. 
O’Leary had served as his special assistant at the State 
Department. 
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
